Silenced, Mrs. Poore 
Walks Out On 
Her Colleagues

The school committee’s most recent eval- 
uation of the superintendent of schools indi- 
cated high marks for Dr. Kenneth Seifert’s 
performance. 

But the wheels are turning once again, 
and in related discussion Tuesday night, 
Susan Poore walked away from a school 
committee meeting shortly after Chairman 
Richard Neal pounded the gavel to silence 
her. 

‘Let the minutes show,”’ said Poore on 
her way out, ‘“(I’m) departing from the 
meeting.” 

She gave no further explanation, but her 
departure came just a few minutes after 
Neal stopped committee discussion of the 
summary of the superintendent’s goals for 
the year by using the gavel to silence Poore. 
Neal had started discussion of the next 
agenda item when Poore got up and left 
moments later. 

That discussion was interrupted by Sei- 
fert, who in asking for a few minutes to talk 
to the committee, stated there must be 
‘mutuality of understanding’’ and said he 
was not sure he would be evaluated by all 
school committee members. He asked if-his 
performance would be measured “by five 
people.” 

Seifert noted he had ‘“‘questions’’ as a 
superintendent, stating, ‘‘I have concerns. | 
want the minutes to show it.”’ 

After the committee had reviewed a list 
called, ‘Summary of Superintendent's 
Goals for the Year,’’ Neal noted the docu- 
ment would be helpful when the time comes 
to once again evaluate the performance of 
Seifert, Andover’s superintendent for 14 
years, who recently received a favorable 
rating. 

But Poore said some of the listed goals 
were ongoing efforts, some should be put 
into time frames and others were matters 
in which the superintendent would simply 
be overseeing the efforts of other people. 
She said, in some cases, the questions how, 
when and why could be asked about some of 
the goals. 

Neal indicated the goals were just a sum- 
mary, and if a more detailed document with 
specifics, objectives and time tables, were 
desired, a motion to that effect should be 
put on the table. 

Poore made the motion, but after a few 
minutes, Neal declared there was no second 
to the metion, killing it. 

Poore stated she did not consider the 
goals’ document a goal-making process. 
After Neal and Poore exchanged a few 
comments, during which Poore asked if the 
committee was endorsing the document by 
virtue of silence, Neal pounded the gavel to 
end discussion, and he went on with the 
meeting to the next agenda item. 

The committee took no vote on the goals’ 
summary 

Poore left the meeting a few minutes 
later. 

Seifert told schoolmen the evaluation of 
superintendents in general, and not partic- 
ularly in Andover, is the ‘biggest political 
football’ in public education. 

He said he only wants the school commit- 
tee to tell him what his job is supposed to 
be. He noted that the committee’s dis- 
cussion of goals for the superintendent has 
been continuing for a few months. Seifert 
Said the committee was moving in the right 
direction in an effort to indicate what was 
expected of the schools superintendent. 


Seifert reviewed with-the school commit- 
tee the summary list of goals presented 
Tuesday night. The goals were: 

RELATIONSHIP WITH SCHOOL COM- 
MITTEE: Quarterly reports (or maybe 
three times per year) on problems and 
progress of the school system; a 

COMMUNITY RELATIONSHIPS: Ac- 
tive participation in Kiwanis; active partic- 
ipation as member of Board of Directors of 
the Lawrence Boys Club. Seifert said a 
boys-girls club is ‘‘badly needed’’ in And- 
over and said he hoped one might be started

in the future; work with three P.T.O. 
groups in Parents Covenant Concept; estab- 
lish a school system hotline or administra- 
tors’ office hours during which the public 
could ask questions; 

STAFF AND PERSONNEL 
RELATIONSHIPS: Implement comprehen- 
sive program for improving morale, with 
the central office working closely with indi- 
vidual school efforts. Seifert said staff who 
are doing a good job should be given credit 
for it, and those who may, perhaps deliber- 
ately, not. be doing a good job should also be 
notified; work on an instructional project 
with staff in each school; 


EDUCATIONAL LEADERSHIP: When 
financial structure is established, propose 
to the committee a three-year educational 
plan to correlate with our financial re- 
sources ; attempt a smooth transition in the 
building program (all three phases — Do- 
herty, West Junior and High School); coor- 
dinate an examination of secondary 
education involving staff, students and par- 
ents, keeping in mind it is important that 
the elementary and secondary studies go in 
the same direction, establish consistency 
and articulation in all instructional pro- 
grams: share the established policies and 
procedures within each program with 
school committee and students; clarify 
principals’, program advisors’, mainte- 
nance and custodians’ roles;

Monthly status reporting for information 


and communication

Eddie Chateauneuf : 


Eddie Chateauneuf is tackling life the 
way most 13-year-olds do, mastering his 
favorite subjects (math and science), 
learning to ride horses and, occasionally, 
hanging out downtown. 

There’s one difference between Eddie 
and his seventh-grade friends, though: Ed- 
die is tackling life from a wheelchair, as he 
has since the third grade 

Eddie’s mother, Sandra Chateauneuf of 
Prospect Road, sees her sweet-faced, 
brown-haired son as something of a pi- 
oneer. Neither the Bancroft school, where 
he attended school until this year, nor the 
new Doherty Junior High, where he is now a 
student, ever educated a physically hand- 
icapped student before Eddie came along. 

Sandra Chateauneuf, enthusiastic and up- 
beat, is a pioneer as well. It was in large 
part her efforts that made it possible for 
* Eddie to attend school in Andover, and she 
is still working to make Andover an easier 
town for her son — for any handicapped 
person — to live in. 

The words of Robert Frost’s The Road 
Not Taken have become very special to her, 
she explains: 


Two roads diverged in a wood, and I — 
I took the one less traveled by, 
And that has made all the difference. 


Eddie has muscular dystrophy, first mis- 


diagnosed as another ailment when he was 
three years old. He has been too weak to 
walk since he finished the first grade at _ 
Bancroft. For a while, his mother admits, 
‘I was beside myself. The school didn’t 
know what to do with him. I didn’t know 
how he was going to manage.” 

Eddie’s doctor at Massachusetts General 
Hospital recommended the Cotting School 
in Boston, a ‘‘marvelous’’ school for chil- 
dren with physical but not intellectual hand- 
icaps. 

But to Mrs. Chateauneuf, that would have 
been a kind of giving in. Her parents and 
her great-grandparents had lived in And- 
over; it had been her home for 15 years and 
now it was her son’s 

The kindness of an Andover bus driver 
helped make up her mind. The unnamed 
man, who is now a family friend, was will- 
ing to take Eddie in his arms and carry him 
aboard the school bus. 

‘He didn’t have to do it,’’ Sandra says. 
‘‘[t was a real turning point in Eddie’s life. I 
was ready to give up and send him into the 
Cotting School, and Eddie was ready to give 
up, too. But when I saw the love that had 
been shown to him by this man, I knew that 
others would have that love to give, too.”’ 

So it was decided: Eddie would stay at 
the Bancroft. And friends, teachers, admin- 

istrators did not let him down. ‘‘That has 
been the real gift of Eddie's illness,’’ Mrs 


Chateauneuf says. ‘‘None of us would really 
choose to be in his position, but it has been a 
real gift. I hope he’s given as much as he’s 
received — I'm sure he has.”’ 

At first Eddie was carried up and down 
stairs at school in a stair chair (a light 
canvas and aluminum chair with wheels on 
the back but not the front), and pushed 
around school in his wheelchair by a full- 
time aide. When he was in the fifth grade, a 
porch-lift elevator was installed at Ban- 
croft, making it possible for Eddie to get an 
electric wheelchair and propel himself 
around. 

But Sandra began to look ahead. What 
would happen when Eddie left Bancroft? 
Neither East nor West Junior High School 
was accessible to the handicapped (al- 
though the newer Andover High School 
could accomodate students in wheelchairs, 
and has such a student there now). 

She met with former town manager Jared 
S.A. Clark, and ended up a resource mem- 
ber on the School Building Committee, 
which was planning the renovation of And- 
over’s secondary schools — with access for 
the handicapped, mandated by state law, a 
top priority. 

Mrs. Chateuneuf did not have to do much 
lobbying with the committee, she recalls. 
Committee members were ‘‘all wonderful. 
Their sensitivity and understanding were 
marvelous.’’ Project architects from Per- 
ley F. Gilbert Associates, Herbert Glass- 
man and Gerald Dion (who is no longer with 
the firm) repeatedly came up with ‘‘mag- 
nificent architectural solutions’’ to prob- 
lems the handicapped might face, she adds. 
Serving on the committee ‘‘was a plea- 
sure.” 

A few years and a couple of anxious town 
meetings later, Eddie is now attending a 
junior high school designed to be totally 
accessible to him. ‘The Doherty opened 
when Eddie was ready for the seventh 
grade — that is a miracle in itself,”’ his 
mother notes happily, because the school 
has been finished a vear ahead of schedule. 

What is special about the new Doherty? 
‘‘Everything,’’ Sandra replies. ‘‘The 
ramps, the hardware on the doors, the bath- 
rooms, the way the whole building is set up. 
The tables in the art room, for example, are 
designed so that he can sit at them in his 
wheelchair. The building is wonderful —but 
it’s the ‘ea in it who make it most 
wonderful.”’ 

Eddie faced ‘‘no limitations’ at Bancroft, 
and Mrs. Chateauneuf expects him to be 
limited ‘‘only in very minor ways’’ in junior 
high. ‘‘I feel very confident in the staff, and 
I don’t believe he will need a full-time 
aide.”’ ’ 

Because the second-floor wheelchair 
ramps at the school are not yet ready — 
they are’ scheduled for completion in No- 
vember — Eddie is temporarily restricted 
to the first floor. He works independently 
each day in the resource room, under the 
supervision of teacher Joan White (who 
assigns him homework), and listens to 
tapes of the classes he missed the previous 
day. He is able to attend music and health 
classes, and to have lunch in the cafeteria. 

‘He loves school. He’s an excellent stu- 
dent,’’ his mother says proudly. ‘‘He makes 
friends very easily. He’s just a kid who’s in

ment in the resource room, says he likes the 
new junior high school. “It’s different from 
Bancroft,’’ he explains in his soft voice. 
“It’s much bigger. It’s hard to find your 
way around. But it’s a nice school.” 

He has had no problems getting around, 
he says, although it will be better in Novem- 
ber, when he can go upstairs. His favorite 
subjects are math and science (‘‘His heroes 
are Carl Sagan and Robert Goddard,” Mrs. 
Chateauneuf says); his favorite teacher, 
Mr. Boudreau. 

After school, ‘‘I do homework. And some- 
times I draw.’’ Once a week he goes horse- 
back riding at the Wind Rush Farm in 
Boxford, which offers riding lessons to the 
handicapped. (‘‘I was scared to death when 
he first went there this summer,”’ his moth- 
er says. ‘‘But they put him on that horse, 
and there he went. He rode off into a field 
where he could never go in his wheelchair. 
It was such a marvelous feeling.’’) 

And sometimes he goes downtown, with 
friends or his mother, and visits the library 
or the police station. (Mrs. Chateauneuf 
works as a school crossing guard and police 
matron for the Police Department.) He 
also enjoys reading, bowling, and private 
piano lessons. 

When Eddie’s illness struck, Sandra knew 
nothing about the problems, the needs and 
the legal rights of the handicapped. Her 
crash course began with the help of the 
Federation for Children with Special 
Needs, a Boston professional group. 

‘Knowledge is so important — under- 
standing your rights, and learning to be 
assertive about them without being obnox- 
ious. I read tons of literature, and my eyes 
were opened. Then I went to the library, 
and it’s just snowballed. It’s made such a 
difference.”’ e 

Working with the town’s committee to 
remove architectural barriers, she has also 
had a voice in the TOPICS program, in- 
tended to make downtown Andover accessi- 
ble to the handicapped. A new ramp leading 
into Memorial Hall Library is ‘‘super — 
getting into the library means so much to 
Eddie.’’ Town Hall has also been made 
accessible, with a new wheelchair ramp 
and bathroom. 

But it is still difficult for those in wheel- 
chairs to get around Andover, because 
there are no curb cuts — ‘‘a curb a couple of 
inches high might as well be Mt. Everest’’ 
if you’re in a wheelchair, Sandra points out. 
“Curb cuts will make a big difference.”’ 

Mrs. Chateauneuf will continue to work 
for the rights of the handicapped, because it 
means working for her son. ‘I have no 
choice,”’ she says with a small smile. ‘I’m 
going to do all that I can to help him make 
the most of his life and be a contributing 
member of society.”’ 

She has fought for Eddie’s rights and 
needs while working and raising two other 
children (Naomi, 20, and Lori, 16) as a 
single parent. And she is currently studying 
nursing at Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege. 

Sandra has warm praise for everyone 
who has touched Eddie's life, from retiring 
state representative Gerald Cohen (who 
helped pass Chapter 766, guaranteeing pub- 
lic education for children with special 
needs), Andover School Superintendent 
Kenneth Seifert and Assistant Superinten-

chers, school staffers and friends. ‘‘It’s 
amazing — there have been so many peo- 
ple...”’ 

Eddie, of course, must be credited with 
his own special qualities, those that make 
others want to reach out to him. He is a 
young boy who has found the strength to be 
happy in cruel circumstances. 

Yet it is Sandra Chateauneuf’s determin- 
ation and energy that have really kept her 
son in the town that is so important to her. 
‘I feel very fortunate to live in a place like 
this,’ she says. ‘‘There’s a real feeling of 
home here, of heritage. I wouldn’t live any 
other place.”’ 

And that has made all the difference.

Yom Kippur Services At Temple 


The feeling of Yom Kippur is not one of 
mourning, but rather one of seriousness. 
The Kol Nidre chant sets the tone for the 
day of fasting and soul-searching. More a 
legal formula than a prayer, it expresses 
the idea that man’s plans and promises, no 
matter how earnest, cannot always be ful- 
filled. In the coming, as in the past year, 
promises made to God and to the worship- 
per himself may be wiped clean from the 
Slate. However, those commitments made 
to one’s fellowman are not so easily erad- 
icated; this is an issue between man and 
man. 

The Hebrew word chet is usually trans- 
lated in English as ‘‘sin.’’ This, however, is 
not a translation which carries the message 
of the Hebrew. Chet has its origins in ar- 
chery, and the term is used to indicate 
‘“‘missng the mark.’ Such is the Jewish 
concept of sin—the mission of one’s goal, 
losing sight of the important things in life. 
Among those spelled out for the congrega- 
tion are sinning through word of mouth, 
abuse of power, disrespect for parents and 
teachings, exploitation of one’s neighbor.

Faces Charges As Result 
Of Route 93 Accident 


An Andover man has been charged with vehicular 
homicide following a fatal accident early Friday 
morning on Route 93 in Woburn. 

State police Tuesday charged Donald Gammon, 
42, of Abbot Street, Andover, with driving in the 
wrong direction on the highway, hitting a car driven 
by Victor Majkut, 24, of Methuen. Gary Boucher, 
29, of Lawrence, a passenger in Majkut’s car, was 
killed in, the accident. 

Gammon is the husband of Andover Selectmen 
Chairman Norma Gammon. 

Police had originally charged Majkut with vehic- 
ular homicide, believing him responsible for the 
accident. Marijuana and what was suspected to be 
cocaine were found in Majkut’s car, and his car was 
found facing south in the northbound lane of Route 
93 near the Montvale Avenue exit. Gammon’s car 
was found facing north. 

After further investigation, however, police 
dropped the charge against Majkut and instead 


charged Gammon with Boucher’s death. State 
Trooper Anthony Billie said witnesses have come 
forward saying they saw Gammon’s AMC Pacer 
heading the wrong way before the accident, which 
happened at about 2:40 a.m. Friday 

Reconstructing the accident, police investigators 
later determined that both cars were turned around 
by the impact. 

Majkut, in good condition at Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, still faces charges of possession of 
narcotics and driving under the influence of narcot- 
ies. 


Gammon is at home recuperating from a concus- 
sion and bruises, according to Mrs. Gammon, and is 
suffering from amnesia as a result of the accident. 
He has told police he does not remember details of 
the accident. 


Atty. Carmine DiAdamo, representing Gammon, 
has said his client will plead innocent.

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"Vale Residents May Have To 
Medicate Own Traffic Problems 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


If Ballardvale residents hope to ease in- 
dustrial traffic on their streets, they may 
have to come up with some solutions of 
their own, Selectman William Dalton indi- 
cated Monday night. 

The Board of Selectmen — and many 
boards before them — have been lobbying 
the state for years for a Lowell Junction 
interchange off Route 93. But while the 
departing governor failed to get that pro- 
ject off the ground, a new interchange 
‘seems particularly remote during the next 
administration,’’ Dalton noted. 

And in the meantime, ‘‘very heavy and 
very fast’’ truck traffic continues to travel 
over the ’Vale’s narrow old roadways, 
headed for industries in the Lowell Junction 
area. 


“There seems to be a need for some 
curative attempt to the traffic problem” in 
Ballardvale, Selectman Dalton said. His 
suggestion: ask the Ballardvale Village Im- 
provement Society to ‘‘come to us with 
their recommendations.” 


The board agreed, and Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony suggested that the Bal- 
lardvale citizens’ group could work with the 
town’s Traffic and Safety Committee. 


Selectman Donn Byrne warned that there 
are ‘“‘no simple solutions’’ to the problems 
caused by industrial traffic passing through 
a residential area. He questioned whether 
Andover has the legal right to ban truck 
traffic, for example. 

And Selectman Gerald Silverman added 


that there was little hope of a solution 
without cooperation from the state. 


Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
told the board that if the town prohibits 
truck traffic on one route, it must provide 
an alternate truck route — within the 
town’s borders. 


He also noted that a truck count done this 
year at the town manager’s request showed 
the number of trucks in Ballardvale is actu- 
ally below the state average. 


One solution, Dalton said, might be to 
have trucks turn off Route 125 onto River 
Street — still a residential street, but more 
“thinly settled’? than Ballardvale’s resi- 
dential roads. McQuade said the town has 


already been trying to encourage truckers 
to use that route. 


Besides the still-hoped-for Lowell Junc- 
tion interchange, two other proposals could 
help the situation, according to the man- 
ager: improving the Route 125 interchange 
in Wilmington, which he said would ease 
traffic thoroughout the area; and using 
Burtt Road, which runs in front of the 
Gillette plant, as a utility road. 


In any case, the first step in the latest 
campaign to solve the Lowell Junction 
problem should be to ‘‘ask the people in 
Ballardvale if they want to try and come up 
with some solutions,’’ Dalton emphasized. 
‘They will have to do their homework.”’

They're doing things right at the South 
Elementary School. 

So right, that between the 1978-79 school 
year and the 1981-82 year, the South School 
has cut its yearly consumption of fuel oil 
used to heat the building by 24,310 gallons. 
Yearly electric consumption needed to keep 
the school lighted has been cut over the 
same period by 40,320 kilowatt hours. 

That translates into money saved. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert last week highlighted maintenance and 
energy conservation efforts at the South 
School in the first of his planned mainte- 
nance reports to the school committee. 

Committee Chairman Richard Neal 
termed the energy-saving figures at the 
South “remarkable” and ‘‘extremely com- 
mendable.”’ 

Joseph Normandy, principal of the South 
School, this week attributed the savings to 
‘‘a combination of a number of things,”’ 
including a new roof installed during the 
summer of 1981, several maintenance pro- 
jects of the preventative and replacement 
nature, and a conservation program in the 
school. 

Al Hart, Andover schools plant engineer, 
said, “It shows what can be done,” through 
equipment replacement and close monitor- 
ing of energy consumption. 

Here are some of the projects completed 
at the South School: 

A NEW ROOF with insulation installed 
(1981), 70 skylights removed (cutting down 
heat loss), barriers built to prevent chil- 
dren from climbing roof and unintentionally 
damaging it while retrieving balls, canopy 
removed, roof drainage improved; 

GAS HOT WATER heater installed 
(March 1979), ending the reliance on main 
boilers for heating water; 

OIL BURNERS replaced (spring 1979), 
and fuel changed to a lighter grade; 

HEATING MAINS replaced (summer

1980), and pipes relocated to the inside of 
the building to eliminate heat loss. ‘‘Very 
poor design,’ according to Hart, had the 
steam mains running outside the school. 
Some were rotted and leaking, he said; 

CORRIDOR FLOOR tiles replaced (over 
the last two years), and gymnasium floor 
repaired and refinished; 

SYSTEMWIDE master key security pro- 
gram installed (summer 1982) to make it 
more difficult to have keys duplicated. 
Also, the number of doors operated by key 
at the South School was decreased; 

ENLARGED parking area (1978); 

NEW public address system console in- 
Stalled (1978) ; 

PAINTING of building, external and in- 
ternal (ongoing) ; 

INCANDESCENT lighting being replaced 
by fluorescent lighting (in progress). This 
will both improve lighting and cut down on 
wattage used. Some lighting in corridors is 
controlled by key. 

Jim Brightney, who maintains ventilation 
and air conditioning for Andover schools, 
noted the money for these projects came 
out of the schools’ operating budget, adding 
that the projects have more than paid for 
themselves. 

These major projects, coupled with an 
energy conservation program at the South 
School, have turned the tide on fuel and 
electricity consumption. 

Everyone, including administrators, 
maintenance, custodians, teachers and stu- 
dents, must pitch in to help the South School 
save money. 

Close energy monitoring, with which the 
student council helps out, and accurate 
record keeping are the keys that supple- 
ment proper equipment and maintenance in 
an energy conservation program, according 
to Normandy. At the South School, officials 
know how much fuel and electricity is used 
each day and each month. Normandy ex-

plained that on a cold winter day, for exam- 
ple, 200 gallons of fuel will be burned — 100 
during actual school hours and the other 100 
during the rest of the day and night. 

Colorful charts, comparing this year’s 
energy use with that of previous years, are 
on display at the school to heighten aware- 
ness of energy conservation and to keep 
students and teachers interested and moti- 
vated in cutting back. 

Normandy noted that if thermostats are 


not accurate and properly set, energy con- 
servation efforts can be thrown off. Heat 
must be turned up and down at the proper 
times — down over the weekends, for ex- 
ample. Lights must be turned off when not 
in use. 


Seifert told school committee members 
that if every household foliowed the exam- 
ple set by the South School, we would have 
an energy program in this country. 


School Committee Addresses 
Bus Operator 


‘‘We have our share of problems,’’ said 
Business Manager Frank Paul, referring to 
bus transportation to and from Andover 
schools. 

But while Paul was concerned about be- 
ginning-of-the-year problems such as 
routes, schedules and ridership, Dorothy 
Piercy, who owns and operates with her 
husband several school buses, told school 
committee members last week that qual- 
ified bus contractors are being ‘‘disqual- 
ified or cancelled out’’ of providing field 
trip transportation in favor of operators 
with no town contract and in some cases, no 
proper Registry of Motor Vehicle permis- 
sion. 

Here are highlights of last week's school 
committee meeting: 

BUS CONTRACTORS: 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert told school committee members a pre- 
cendent would be set if a letter from the 
Piercy’s was read. He said other bus driv- 
ers might write to the committee about 
problems. 

The letter was read anyway. 

On Sept. 15, a Piercy bus allegedly ar- 
rived at the high school te pick up students 


for an athletic trip, but another bus also 
arrived, and the students were allegedly 
told to leave the Piercy bus and board the 
other. 

The other bus, alleged Mrs. Piercy, had 
no Registry of Motor Vehicles sticker. 

She told school committee members she 
does not complain that qualified contrac- 
tors are being ‘‘bypassed’’ for trips, but she 
does object when trips are given to opera- 
tors who have no contract and, in some 
cases, do not have Registry approval. She 
objected, also, that her bus allegedly was 
told the Sept. 15 field trip would be serviced 
by Piercy, and then another bus allegedly 
arrived at the high school to transport the 
students. 

School Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal asked the school administration to 
prepare a response for the committee on 
the status of field trips and about three 
school buses that were cut this year to save 
money. 

OTHER BUS PROBLEMS: 

Paul told the school committee 50 percent 
more students are being transported to 
school by bus this year than last year. Last 
year, 2,700-2,800 rode the buses. This year,

4,200 students are taking the bus to school. 

The Andover school system is having 
some problems with busing, but so is every 
other school system at this time of the year, 
according to Paul. He said bus schedules 
are set up based upon projected student 
enrollments, which greatiy affect the trans- 
portation routine.

Violation 


The action follows a complaint from Pier- 
cy bus operators that qualified buses were 
being bypassed for student field trips in 
favor of ron-contract drivers.

Forum 
Clean Air Act 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

In the few-remaining weeks in this ses- 
sion Congress may consider revisions to the 
Clean Air Act that will chart the nation’s 
pollution control course over the next seve- 
ral years. The League of Women Voters 
strongly supports legislation developed by 
Sen. Robert Stafford (R-Vt.), chairman, 
and the Senate Environment and Public 
Works Committee. 

The current Clean Air Act has been a 
tremendous success, supported by fully 85 
percent of the public. 

But problems remain. Acid rain is caus- 
ing environmental disaster, costing over $5 
billion each year. Many air pollutants 
known or suspected to cause cancer contin- 
ue to go uncontrolled. - 

This bill would deal with these problems, 
particularly in calling for a modest reduc- 
tion in sulfur dioxide emissions, the princi- 
pal cause of acid rain, by 35 percent by 1995. 

When Congress considers this legislation, 
acid rain controls in particular will come 
under heavy attack, even though the pro- 
posed program will cost far less than the 
damage now being done. 

We urge that letters be written to Sen- 
ators Kennedy and Tsongas asking them to 
pledge their support of this bill. A strong 
and enforceable Clean Air Act will provide 
for a clean environment and a healthy, 
growing society.
